BRITISH FLEET IS GATHERING. 


Many Secret Naval Movements Being 
Ordered and Huge Array of Force 
Being Displayed.

Iondon, Oct. 20.—International complica” 
tions are already growing out of the Trans- 
vaal. What these complications are and 
where they originate the governments in- 
volved are keeping strictly secret, but Great 
Britain is evidently aware of them, for 
today her greatest fleet shipped anchor. 

It is this sudden show of power on the sea 
that reveals an expectancy of trouble. Se- 
cret naval moyements are already under 
way. The channel squadron, which is on its 
regular cruise, has been slowly moving 
along the north coast of Ireland. It had 
been anchored in Lough Swilly, near Lon- 
donderry, for a few days. 

Rear Admiral Fanshawe, in command, and 
100 officers attended a ball in Londonderry 
last night. The ball was at its height and 
there was no thought of active service before 
morning, when orders were received from 
the Admiralty for the squadron to put to 
sea. The ships sailed away this afternoon. 
Their destination is unknown. 

Four training ships at Portsmouth sud- 
denly paid off today, releasing several] offi- 
cers and men for assignment to active duty 
on the ships. All these movements lead to 
the belief that the channel fleet will mobilize 
And proceed to Gibraltar, where it will be 
in ch with the powerful Mediterranean 

vadron. In the meantime the port guard- 
ships will be formed into a home squadron. 

There is much speculation as to what 
power this mobilization is aimed at. It is 
generally believed to be France, as Ger- 
many has given assurances of her strict 
neutrality. | 

It is considered likely that the channel 
fleet intends to guard the Mediterranean Sea 
and protect the Suez Canal. 

The fleet will probably rendezvous at Port- 
land, where flying squadrons always as- 
‘semble, It is the most powerful fleet afloat, 
composed of all new battleships, cruisers.

EFFECT ON THE STOCK MARKET. 


News of British Success at Glencoe

force have been completely thwarted. 

The main features of the battle were the 
superiority of the British artillery fire and 
the spirited charge, in which the Irish regi- 
ment especially distinguished itself. 

Two foreign attachés in London last night 
gave the opinion of a German officer at- 
tached to Lord Kitchener’s army in the Sou- 
dan that “‘the English artillery firing was 
simply incredible.’’ 

_ It was absolutely destructive in effect upon 
the Boer guns. 


Boers Completely Routed. 

The Boers, who were so formidable in guer- 
rilla warfare, seemed to be playing at 
scientific warfare and were readily routed. 
The charge of the two regiments was ir- 
resistible and must have astonished the 
peasant farmers, who had fancied that since 
Laing’s Nek and Majuba they were invinci- | ° 
ble. 

The Boers won during the first war for 
independence, both when they were at the 
top and at the bottom of almost inaccessi- 
ble heights. This time they were at the 
top, as they were at the battle of Laing’s 
Nek, but there was neither blundering nor 
wavering on the English side. Murderous 
| artillery practice silenced their guns, and » 
they were unable to hold their ground when 
the charge was made. Majuba Hill was 
avenged, yet the Boers fought stubbornly 
and bravely. 

Boer Tactics Fail. 

Another feature of this battle was the 
weakness of Boer tactics. The movement 
from the west against Ladysmith was a 
feint to occupy the attention of the main 
body of the British field force, and an at- 
tempt was made to cut off communications 
with Glencoe, but the two garrisons re- 
mained within touch of each ether by tele- 
graph and the Boers did not mass in suffi- 
cient strength to crush the weaker British - 
force. 

Symons’ Brilliant Career. 

General Symons’ wound is stated officially 
to be mortal. A career of great promise ts 
cut short. His reputation was established 
in the recent Indian frontier war. He was 
called the best of the young Indian Generals 
by those qualified to judge, and on this ac- 
count, while only of Colonel rank, he was 
chosen to succeed Botu as the officer com- 
manding in Natal with a local rank of Major 
General. When White was appointed many 
‘regretted it. But Symons was not to lose 
his chance. He has had it. 


Prompt Bulletin Service. 

The news of this victory was known in 
London during the forenoon, and the War 
office bulletins rapidly followed one anoth- 
er.

The first bulletin, dated Glencoe at 8:25 
this morning, announced that the Boer posi- 
tion had been captured after heavy: fight- 
ing, during which five guns were taken.

graph prints the following from Kimberley, 
dated Monday noon: | 

“This town since Saturday has been in- 
vested on the north and south by large 
forces of Boers. An armored train on Sun- 
day reconnoitered in the direction of Modder 
River. It was fired upon by the artillery of 
the Free-Staters. No damage was done. 
When the Maxims replied five men were 
killed and several wounded. The train then 
returned. 

“Early on Sunday morning the Boers 
seized and destroyed the Windsorton road 
station, blew up a small bridge at Slypklip, 
and then advanced on Riverton station. 
The station and adjoining buildings were 
razed to the ground, after which the Boers 
proceeded to Riverton Village. A small 
body of Cape Police were out reconnoiter- 
ing, and the Boers hoisted a white flag, 
with the evident intention of luring the po-

COL. SCHNEIDER IS DEAD. 


HIS” DUEL GENERAL ROGET 
RESULTS FATALLY. 


Death of the ormer Austrian Military 
ol _Attache at Paris Follows a Week 
After His Encounter with One of the 
French Generale—Minister of War 
Gallifet Refused an Increase in the 


Conspiracy Case. 

(SPECIAL CABLE 10 THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY

Paris, Oct. 20.—Colonel Schneider’s death 
as a result of his duel last Friday with Gen- 
eral Roget adds another to the long list of 
tragedies in the Dreyfus case. There is no 
longer any doubt that the death of the 
former Austrian military attaché at Paris 
was the direct result of the duel. The whole 
story will ever remain shadowed in mystery 
by the tacit agreement of the army men of 
the continent, who cherish the privilege of 
avenging their honor by combat. A French 
duel so rarely ends seriously that Colonel 
Schneider’s fate comes as a shock after the 
series of bloodless duels resulting from the 
Rennes trial. That General Roget defended 
the French army’s honor the lifeless body 
ef Colonel Schneider bears mute testimony. 

The government’s organ, Le Temps, speak- 
ing of Schneider's death, says: 

“It will be remembered it was said re- 
cently that Colonel Schneider was carried to 
the Eastern railway station in a dangerous 
condition,” which is Le Temps’ discreet 
method of admitting that a duel was the 
cause of his death. This is the seventh death 
due directly to the Dreyfus affair. 


Rebuff for Gallifet. 

Minister of War Gallifet has returned the 
proposed war budget submitted to him by 
the budget commission, with a correction, 
asking for 18,000,000 francs more for the 
army than the Radical commission allowed. 
The commission refused to reconsider its 
decision on the ground that Gallifet had 
not secured the signature and approval of 
the Minister of Finance. The affair will 
raise another storm in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, where the Nationalists, Moderates, and 
Royalists will try to prevent any cut in the 
army appropriation. 

Anti-Religious Crusade. 

The anti-army movement has been trans- 
formed into an anti-religious crusade and 
will stop at nothing to win. The Aurore is 
publishing a series of shocking scandals, 
which it claims are prevalent in religious 
institutions. It must be admitted that the 
intolerant violence of the articles is suf- 
ficient to condemn them in the minds of all 
fair-minded people. The bitter anti-clerical 
feeling had practically died out until anti- 
Semitism awoke it into fresh life. Aurore 
is out of funds and is asking the public to 
subscribe enough to allow the paper to con- 
tinue. The paper was established for the 
purpose of freeing Dreyfus, and its sub- 
ventions ceased with the pardon of the heat 
oner of Devil's Island. 

Conspiracy Witnesses Bribed. 

- There is a new sensation in the conspiracy 
case, and a genuine one this time. The fact 
has just leaked out that many witnesses 
who testified before the Police commission- 
ers against Dergulede and his colleagues, 
now about to be tried before the Senate for 
high treason, were brfbed with five francs 

apiece by the agents ‘of’ “the ‘secret police. 
That there existed a well-arranged plot to 
overthrow the government in which the 
Royalists, anti-Semites, and plebiscitaires 
worked for a common end is undoubted, yet 
it is hardly credible that the government 
and the police agents were compelled to re- 
sort to the general staff methods of forgery 
and false evidence to convict the prisoners. 
Again, it is not a question of men in high po- 
sitions, but of the corrupt underlings of the 
bureaucracy, which may some day be the 
ruin of France. | | 

Deroulede and the Academy. 

' Jules Lemaitre and Francois Coppee have 
proposed to elect Paul Deroulede a member 
of the Academy, but Deroulede in a letter 
declines the nomination.

Judge Henry Bischoff Jr. of the New

wise. The exercise of American dominion 
in the Philippines, while in a way fortuitous 
and accidental, seems to me to charge us 
with the duty of protecting the people and 
Qroperty in the islands against the move- 
ments of the insurgents. Those islands, 
especially Luzon, have a considerable for- 
eign population and important vested in- 
terests, which in the past have looked for 
protection to'the Spanish government. Now, 
whether the actual Spanish control in the 
islands was greater or less, Spain was under 
a moral duty to protect these interests, and 
in displacing the sovereignty of Spain we 
have assumed the moral obligation to pro- 
tect the peaceful inhabitants of the islands 
against attack from whatever source. I 
consider, therefore, that the present fight- 
ing in the Philippines is a sort of police duty 
forced upon us—a moral duty to take the 
place of the Spanish power as the preserver 
of the peace. ; 

“So far I see nothing in the declared pur- 
poses of the administration to show that we 
are attempting adorcible extension of Amer- 
ican institutions. The last of the four state- 
ments adopted by the American league of 
this city declares only against ‘the exten- 
sion by force of American institutions.’ I 
don’t regard the presence of our forces in 
the islands as necessarily a sign of forcible 
conquest. As I have said, it is our duty to 
protect the law-abiding people of the islands. 
I feel that we should not leave the islands 
until the Filipinos have established a firm- 
government. 

““ But to come to an immediate proposition, 
I should say: Cease hostilities. make a 
proposition to the Filipinos, and find out 
how they regard it. If they should apply to 
us for citizenship, or for erection into a 
colony, we should then have a question of 
policy before us; those points I have not 
studied enough to enable me to give an opin- 
ion on them.”’

Harding Rests on His Guns. 

George F. Harding, who, with others; filed 
the bill against the trust, was out of the 
city yesterday, and in his absence his son, 
George F. Harding Jr., commented as fol- 
lows upon the decision of the Supreme Court: 

“The effect of the decision upon trusts 
does not concern us in the least,’’ said Mr. 
Harding. ‘**‘ We were being robbed of a 
half million dollars just as if a gun was 
being pointed at our heads, after we had 
paid spot cash for our interest in the plant 
at Peoria. The transaction involving the 
transfer of the plant was the same in its 
practical intent as if a man owning 51 per 
cent in a factory should sell out his partner, 
who owned 49 pér cent. We were the only 
ones among the shareholders who did not 
get our money back, and we do not propose 
to rest until we do. Further I cannot say 
regarding the plans of the complainants in 
the case.’’ | 


Deneen Has Cases Pending. 

State’s Attorney Charles S. Deneen thought 
the effect of the decision would be good and 
far reaching, yet he preferred to study the 
full text of the finding before giving a final 
opinion upon the matter. He pointed out the 
fact that there were two trust cases now 
being prosecuted in Cook County for alleged 
violation of the anti-trust statute, and he 
thought the decision rendered by the highest 
court of IHinois would have astrong bearing 
upon the outcome. The cases referred to are

Absorbing to Trust Officials. 

The decision was the all-absorbing sub- 
ject of conversation in the Chicago offices 
of corporations of the trust order. The 
news came as a surprise to most of the of- 
ficials. Opinions on the form of future 


legislation and the effect on the organiza-— 


tion of corporations for business in Lilinols 
differed considerably. 

C. 8. Roberts, secretary of the American 
Steel and Wire company, said: ‘‘ The point 
of this whole matter lies in the condition 
of the affairs of the subsidiary company 
owned by the corporation. A corporation 
must be sure that it has no such ertangling 
flaws of organization as the one ‘involved 
in the Glucose case, where a dissatisfied 
stockholder has called a halt. It is my 
opinion that the effect of this decision wiil 
be to quicken corporations to the exam- 
ination of the details of their organization 
in order to eliminate any weak ,features. 
The corporations must needs intrench them- 
selves by this careful organization in each 
State where they operate, for the opposition 
will make capital of this decision.”’ 


Couldn’t Affect National Biscuit. 

«As a student of the trust ptoblem,” 
said H. F. Vories, Vice President of the 
National Biscult company, *‘I do not care 
to give my opinion of the effect of this de- 
cision. As far as the National Biscuit 
company is concerned such a situation as 
that involved in the glucose case could not 
arise, for before we buy any property we

‘Illinois Steel Organized Here. 
‘B.A. S. Clarke, General Superintendent of 
the Illinois Steel company, said: “ This de- 
cision will have its main effect on those cor- 
porations organized under the laws of other 
‘States and doing business in Ilinois. The 
Federal Steel company includes the Illinois 
Steel company, but the latter company is 
incorporated in this State and, according to 
the Illinois laws governing corporations, I 
do not feel able to make any statement as 
to the tendency of this decision to strengthen 
the opposition to trusts.”

was rendered. Whether the allegation is 
true will be decided by the main trial, and 
corporation officials are looking toward 
that time as significant to their interests. 


Rubens Analyses the Case. 

Harry Rubens, attorney for the Republic 
Steel and Wire company, was inclined to 
believe that the decision would produce no 
appreciable stampede of decisions adverse 
to corporations. 

“As I understand it,” he said, “ the de- 
cision in the glucose case was based upon 
the facts as they were stated in the bill of 
complaint. These facts were taken to be 
true, a demurrer having been interposed. It 
is upon this state of facts, as stated in the 
bill, that the Supreme Court held the organi- 
zation to be in violation of the anti-trust 
‘laws of Illinois. What the court will hold 
when all the facts are disclosed is another 
question, | 

‘‘From what I have seen of the decision 
in the glucose case, it is simply a reiteration 
of what the Supreme Court held in former 
cases. In the case of the Distilling and 
,Cattle Feeding Company vs. The People 
(156 IIL, 488), the court held that the mere 
change of the former combination or trust 
into a separate corporation organized under 
the laws of Illinois, in which the various 
properties were merged, did not prevent the 
application of the legal principles applicable 
to trusts proper, as long as the new corpora- 
tion virtually exercised control over the en- 


| tire business of the country In its line—over 


production and prices—and as long as the 
virtual monopoly formerly held by the com- 
bination of corporations was in no degree 
changed or relaxed, but the methods and 
purposes of the old trust were perpetuated 
and carried out with the same persistence 
and vigor as before the organization of the 
new Illinois corporation. | 
“It is important to note that all that the 
glucose case really decides is that a stock- 
holder of an Illinois corporation can enjoin 
the transfer of the property of the corpora- 
tion of which he is a shareholder to a new 
corporation, which is in effect tantamount 
to a trust prgper, or only a scheme for the 
exercise of a monopoly in its special line of 
industry. Where the transfer has already 
been made these questions cannot arise, and 
at any rate the decision cannot affect the 
»verwhelming majority of the present large 
corporations, because they do not in effect 
amount to trusts and are only 80 called in 
popular parlance.”

The State department-is confident it 
has conserved every American interest in 
the arrangement, without unjustly treating 
Canada. The divisional line on the west 
pass, by which the, Dalton trail in reached, 
is placed twenty-two and a quarter miles 
above Pyramid harbor, which is regarded 
under the treaty as tidewater mark, so 
the Canadians are not allowed to reach any 
point on the Lynn Canal. Moreover, there 
‘is no permission given for a free port or 
even for the free transfer across American 
territory of Canadian goods, except of min- 
ers’ belongings. These matters may figure 
later on when it comes toa permanent 
boundary line, but they are not touched 
upon in this modus. 

The line of the Chilkat River is twenty- 
two and a quarter statute miles from the 
head of navigation on Chilkat inlet of Lynn 
Canal, and on the Klehini River, twelve 
statute miles further inland, and the whole 
valley of Porcupine Creek is included within 
the American line. On White and Chil- 
koot Passes the line is fixed at the summit 
or watershed, being the points which have 


for some time past been observed by the 


customs authorities of the two countries.

The text of the modus vivendi, as finally 

hereby agreed between the

Owing to the request of Thackeray that no 
biography of him be written, Mr. Melville 
has had no assistance from the novelist’s 
family and has no new materials to present. 
But we already have about all the materials 
there are, and the chief requisite is the skill 
of some Boswell to fuse them into a lifelike 
whole. There are Thackeray's admirable 
letters to Mrs. Brookfield. There are the 
two monographs on Thackeray in the Engr 
lish Men of Letters and the Great Writers’ 
series. Leslie Stephens’ lucid and concise 
iffe in the National Dictionary of Biography 
has still more recently been supplemented 
by Mrs. Ritchie's chatty but inclusive intro- 
ductions to the biographical edition of her 
father’s works. Upon these and a score of 
minor sources Mr. Melville has drawn, focus- 
ing .their materials, but letting the fine 
iMterary aroma of his subject escape in the 


process.

Mr. Melville 
has done some of his best work in tracing the 
early struggles of Thackeray to support his 
family by writing and drawing for maga- 
zines. The biographer has shown especial 
industry in identifying many of these scat- 
tered papers, though he seems to have over- 
looked the large number of articles written 
by Thackeray for his American friend, N. P. 
Wills, and published in the ill-fated Corsair 
in New York about 1839. The novelist’s con- 
tributions to Fraser, Punch, the Times, and 
other English publications are more familiar 
than his attempts to eke out a living as an 
illustrator. He once told at a Royal 
Academy banquet how he vainly tried to get 
the work of illustrating ‘‘ The Pickwick 
Papers.”’ He used to speak of the incident as 
“Mr. Pickwick’s lucky escape.’’ 
Thackeray was also not above picking up 

an honest guinea by drawing cartoons for 
the Anti-Corn Law league. This at once 
brought him into communication with Cob- 
den, to whom he was strongly recommended 
by Sir Henry Cole: 

Cobden suggested, as a subject for illustration, 
the Poles, on one side of a stréam, offering bread 
to starving people, standing on the other; a demon 
in the center preventing the exchange.

His labors as a book re- 
viewer gave him the materials for a delight- 
ful period in the life of Pendennis, but they 
canmot be said to have ad@ed anything to 
the literature of criticism. They were too 
much like Poe's criticisms, as the following 
bit*from his review of ‘‘Ernest 
will show:

Whatever 
the tribulations of the author and his manu- 
script may have been, we have Mr. Vizetel- 
ly’s circumstantial description of how the 
book found a publisher. One afternoon 
Thackeray called at Vizetelly’s office with a 
brown paper parce] containing the first parts 
of “Vanity Fair." He said he was going to 
offer the novel to Bradbury & Evans.

The 
treaty clearly contemplates the retention 
of the Philippines by the United States for 
ten years and Spain was glad to secure ex- 
emption during that period from all dis- 
criminating duties against Spanish goods.

COLUMBIA WINS THREE RACES.: 
Columbia has handsomely won the third - 
race, and the America Cup will remain 
in the possession of the New York Yacht 
club until some other British challenger 
shall come over here with sufticient ability 
to take it away. ‘The unbroken live of win- 
ners since 1851 includes the schooners 
America, Magic, Sappho, and Madeline, 
and the sloops Mischief, Puritan, Mayflow- 
er, Volunteer, Vigilant, Defender, and Co- 
lumbia. ‘he line of losers includes Aurora, 
Cambria, Livonia, Countess of Dufferin, At- 
alanta, Genesta, Galatea, Thistle, Valkyrie, 
Valkyrie III., and Shamrock. Columbia was 
the ablest of the winners and Shamrock 
ablest of the losers, but it has clearly shown 
In every 
demonstration made by Columbia it bas 
proved its superiority to Shamrock. There 
has never been a ddubt it was the swiftest 
boat. Upon every occasion it has outfooted 
and outpointed Shamrock. In the various 
“dukes ” it outsailed 4t in light winds. It 
could even have drifted faster. In the first 
race, with a fair sailing breeze, it beat 
Shamrock nine minutes and forty-six sec- 
onds in windward work to the outer mark, 
and increased its gain twenty-two seconds 
on the run home before the wind—the worst 
defeat ever inflicted upon a challenger, as 
it broke the famous records of Vigilant in 
1893 and Defender in 1895, In the second 
race it demonstrated its superior stability 
as compared with Shamrock, and stability 
was one of the tests agreed upon by Mr. 
Lipton and Mr. Iselin. The third race was 
sailed in a rattling breeze, which carried 
the noses of both yachts under and stirred 
up the sea until it swept over their gun- 
wales. It was a splendid test of the ability 
of both boats, which carried every rag of 
canvas and were sailed for all they were 


Columbia proved that a stern chase is not 
always a long chase, for it was ahead be- 
fore the turn and increased its lead, steadily 
outfooted Shamrock to the finish, and 
crossed six minutes and thirty-four seconds 
ahead, thus winning the decisive contest. 
The cup will stay on this side of the water 
at least another year. New York has the 
titular honor of keeping it and furnished 
the money which paid the expenses of the 
race. New Bngland built the boat and fur- 
nished most of the crew who have so suc- 
cessfully defended the trophy which Eng- 
land has tried to capture for forty-eight 
years. While the contest decisively set- 
tles the fact that English builders cannot 


_yet equal the skill of the Americans in yacht. 


construction, though their skippers may be 
the equals of the Americans in navigation, 
it is pleasant to know that not one of the 
contests has been marked by better feeling 
or by higher qualities of true sportsmanship 
than this. Neither the owner of Columbia 
nor the owner of Shamrock would allow 
himself to be outdone by the other in cour- 
tesy and fuir dealing, and the public on 
both sides of the water is satisfied with the 
result. Mr. Iselin is to be congratulated 
upon the victory of his boat. Mr. Lipton 
is to be congratulated that he bears defeat 
as gracefully as he would have welcomed 
success. Meanwhile, the America Cup 
awaits the pleasure of any Briton who 
thinks he can take it.

The Supreme Court de- 
cision in the glucose case The Glucose 
shows how far, and under Decision.

may strike a blow at an industrial combine 
which is chartered by another State. The 
Glucose Sugar Refining company, a New 
Jersey corporation, bought of the American 
Glucose company, also a New Jersey cor- 
poration, the plant owned by the latter at 
Peoria. That sale the Supreme Court has set 
It does so because when a foreign 
corporation comes into this State to do busi- 
ness—by erecting a plant and engaging in 
manufacturing, for instance—it must obey 
the laws of the State. The Supreme Court 
holds that the American Glucose company 
has violated the anti-trust laws of Hlinois 
by combining with the owners of five other 
plants in this State and lowa to establish a 
monopoly of the glucose business. The court 
finds that the men who are interested in the 
Glucose Refining company are the men who 
were interested in the six plants purchased 
by it. Hence it is convinced that the sales 
made by the different minor corporations 
were made to evade the anti-trust laws and 
create a monopoly in spite of them. If the 
American Glucose company had not owned 
property in this State the Illinois Supreme 
Court would have had no jurisdiction over 
it. That court cannot deprive the Glucose 
Refining company of the two plants it ac- 
quired in Iowa. That company controls 
three other plants in this State, but no stock- 
holder has endeavored to prevent their sale. 
Now that the Supreme Court has held that 
sales by corporations of their properties 
for the purpose of establishing a monopoly 
are illegal, the Attorney General may feei 
it his duty to take the matter up and question 
the validity of the transfer of the properties 
of the Chicago Sugar Refining company, etc.,

NEW TENDENCIES IN SOCIALISM. 

Although the socialistic congress which 
adjourned last week did not discard the 
ideas of the revolutionary Marxian Social- 
ists for those of the opportunists, yet the 
tacit recognition of the l'abian policy marks 
the growth of the yiew. The gradual split of 
the two factions is open in England, where 
the Fabian society's followers outnumber 
the Social Democrats. In France the entry 
of Millerand into an all-Republican Cabi- 
net and his support by the larger portion 
of the Socialists show the opportunists’ 
strength. Now the new ideas are making» 
progress in Germany. 

Nowhere have these factions been en- 
gaged in a more bitter struggle than in 
Germany. Those familiar with the Marxi- 
an doctrines will remember that he taught 
socialism would come as a strictly logical 
and inevitable evolution in nature, and 
thet as infallibly as capitalism followed 
feudalism, so communism would follow 
capitalism. He predicted that under the 
capitalistic system things would constantly 
become worse, and he went so far as to 
set a date for the catastrophe, or “ Klad- 
deradatsch,” as they call it in Germany. 
Marx fixed 1848-49. Since then the lead- 
ers have adjourned the predicted revolu- 
tion from decade to decade, but the fore- 
ordained Kladderadatsch has not come. 
Instead of conditions becoming worse the 
proletariat is constantly gaining in pros. 
perity. Social Democrats themselves are 
forced to admit that never have the masses 
enjoyed greater happiness than now. 

Some of the younger members of. the 
Socialist party’ in Germany have become 
tired of waiting for the Kladderadatsch. 
Under the leadership of Edward Bernstein 
they have contended that the Socialists 
should do what they could to secure pal- 
liative measures that might bring on the 
great reforms by slow degrees, or at any 
rate would remedy existing evils. To 
Bebel and the older leaders this has seemed 
rank heresy to the sacred cause. But the 
ideas of Bernstein are gaining recruits. 

As a liberal party the Social Democratic 
party of Germany has a future before it. 
Today it is the only German party that is 
not essentially reactionary. It alone pro- 
tests against the ridiculous suppression of 
free speech and personal rights and resists 
the lese majesty arrests. Stripped of the 
Kladderadatsch feature it would have a 
mission and would increase in power and 
influence, and toned up by the former 
members of the old, true, Liberal party it 
would serve to check the reactionary tend- 
ency that has heen so. marked in Ger- 
many. As long as the party continues 
revolutionary, however, it may be the 
strongest of a host of minority parties, but 
the others will combine and accept the 
oppressive and reactionary measures of 
the Emperor in order to avert revolution..

He 
admits that the title to the islands, or the 
sovereigntx over them, is now in the United 
States, by virtue of the treaty with Spain. 
He does not challenge either the validity of 
the Spanish title of 350 years, or the right 
of Spain to’convey that title to the United 
States. He accepts as valid the declaration 
in the treaty whereby Spain cedes sover- 
eignty over the Philippines to the United 
States and says that for the present the 
United States must “ maintain the sover- 
eignty " it has acquired. But he thinks that 
sovereignty is worth twenty million dollars 
and is willing to sell it to the Filipinos for a 
little more than that. 

By admitting that the United States is 
lawfully in possession of the Philippines, Mr. 
Cockran separates himself from those “ anti- 
imperialists who assert that Spain had no 
title to give, and that the United States can- 
not lawfully buy sovereignty without the 
consent of the governed. So far Mr. Cockran 
stands with the administration. He says: 
“ The ground of difference is confined to the 
duration of our authority and the manner of 
maintaining it." He does not dispute. the 
nature of the authority. He has no objec- 
tion to its lasting till the Filipinos have saved 
twenty millions. Congress alone can decide 
as to the duration of that authority and’ 
the manner of exercising it. We are obliged 
to Mr. Cockran for admitting that it is law- 
fully exercised while it lasts. The President 
may have views on the subject, but Congress 
alone has the power to terminate that 
authority or to determine the manner in 
which it shall be exercised. Mr. Cockran’s 
position being what it is, it is odd he mdde 
the long speech he did.

COLLECTING FUGITIVE LITERATURE. 


Library econgmy has advanced far in“ 


administering books and __ periodicals. 
Pamphlets and clippings, however, it has 
hardly undertaken to deal with. The leat- 
let, the announcement, the cartoot, the 
constitution, langely escape present library 
methods. These materials, however, joften 
set forth the most significant features of 
current life, an 
contemporary literary evidences for which 
there is the most eager demand. Much of 
this material can be dug out of newspaper 
files, but the process is laborious apd the 


results are incomplete. 

Tt is doubtful if one could find 
library of the city the materials concerning 
the recent trust conference, brought to- 
gether in easily accessible form, and in- 
cluding copies of’ the origins! calls sent 
out and the circulars issued for informa- 
tion on the subject of trusts. The inquirer 
would probably experience a similar dearth 
if he were to look for any other informa- 
tion on the contemporary trust mo¢tement 
beyond what is bound in volumes 6r con- 
tained in periddicals or newspapers. The 
Municipal Voters’ league has | issued 
pasmphiets and/ reports in the course of its 
important relation to local politics, but it 
is doubtful if these could be found) in any 
public library jin the city, The literature 
of each municipal campaign, which is not 
the less important because meager, floats 
about the various headquarters for a few 
weeks and then disappears as absolutely 
as raindrops in parched soil. No callection 
of this material for past years exists in 
any of our libraries, and yet a political 
campaign is one of the supreme eyents of 
social life. 

One of these libraries does possess, for 
example, a carefully bound collectign of the 
defeated Humphrey bills and their sue- 
cessors of the same session, together with 
the various pamphlets issued at the time 
concerning them, a chain of newspaper clip- 
pings and cartoons in point, and a brief 
outline history of the famous agitation 
which those bills precipitated. This col- 
lection, however, was contribut 1 by an 
outsider, it has not been supplemented by 
any complete series of similar lfterature 
on the subject since then, and the library 
in question has no organized plan for doing 
this sort of work in general. ee. 

Here is a branch of library economy 
which, though outside the conyentional 
routine and involving special difficulties, 
ought to be developed. Both its importance 
and practicability are demonstrated by the 
fact that many private individuals carry 
it on in their own special lines, If the 
Library, for examile, could 
assign one person—with a genius) for that 
sort of thing--who would devote his or her 
entire time tp collecting and m@king ac- 
cessible important fugitive literature, it 
would soon be fonnd that a significant de- 
mand had been anticipated. - \ |

THE FRANKLIN FUN} 

In a codicil to his will, drawn in 1788, 
Benjamin Franklin left $5,000 ¢ach to the 
cities of Boston and Philadelphia, to be 
let out in loans to assist such “ young mar- 
ried artificers, under the age of ri years, as 
have served an apprenticeship in the said 
town and faithfully fulfilled the duties 
required in their indentures,” to assist them 
in setting up business. It was Franklin’s 
idea that if his plan were exeeuted, and 
it succeeded without interruption for 100 
years, the sum would amount to $655,000, 
in Boston 
$500,000 be laid out in “ fortifications, 
bridges, aqueducts, public buildiags, baths, 
pavements, or whatever may make living 
in the town more convenient to its people 
and render it more agreeable to strangers 
resorting thither for health or a temporary 
residence.” The remaining $155,000 he 


suggested shiould be let out on Hee “in 


the manner above directed, for another 
hundred years, as I hope it will/have been 
found that the institution has had a good

UNIFORM DIVORCE PROCEDURE. 

The Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws have drafted an act on divorce pro- 
cedure. It will be considered at next year’s 
conference of the commissioners, and then 
will be sent, probably without material 
change, to the State Legislatures with the 
prayer that it be enacted by them. 


The salient provisions of the act are: | 


That no divorce shall be granted for any 
cause arising prior to the residence of peti- 
tiofter cr defendant in the State which was 
not a ground for divorce in the State where 
the enuse arose; that no person shall be 
entitled to a divorce for a cause originating 
in the State who has not had actual resi- 
dence for a year; that where the cause arose 
outside of the State petitioner or defendant 
must have lived two years in the State 
where suit is brought; that no divorce shall 
be granted solely upon default rior solely 
upon admissions by the pleadings, nor ex- 
cept upon trial before the court in open 
session; that after divorce either party may 
marry again, but where notice has been 
given by publication only, and the defend- 
ant has not appeared, no decree shall be 
final or operative until six: months after 
trial and decision. : 

The general enactment of such a meas- 
ure as this will do much to prevent those 
migratory divorces by: which the laws of 
one State are nullified by a temporary resi- 
dence in another State, It will also make 
the perpetration of frauds on courts less 
easy, There is no visible reason why the 
Illinois Legislature should hesitate to put 
such an act as this on the statute \books. 
Were all the States to adopt it, and also 
another uniform act covering the causes 
of divorce, the demand for national divorce 
legislation never would be heard again. 

Unfortunately, the States will be slow to 
adopt this uniform act on divorce proced- 
ure. The commissioners congratulate 
themselves that fifteen States have adopte:l 
the uniform law on negotiable instruments 
nerfected by the commissioners in 1896, 
To secure the enactment of a uniform law 


on that subject ought to be an easy matter. - 


There are no such diversities of opinion 
about negotiable instruments as about di- 
vorces. Sonth Carolinians and South Ta- 
kotans think alike about the former. They 
differ materially concerning the latter. So, 
if in three years only fifteen States have 
heen induced to pass a uniform Iaw on nego-

Stock Market Reviewed. 
Bradstreet's, 
York stock market tomorrow, will say: 
Prices Improved this week, the stock mar- 
ket showing a rally from the depression 
caused by tight money and the south Af- 
tican war. Early in the week a better tone 
appeared in the loan market, rates for 
money on call declining to 4 and 5 per cent, 
with 6 per cent as the extreme. The com- 
pletion of the large settlements connected 
with the Central Pacific readjustment also 
relieved the money market from fears of 
further general disturbance of loans, and 
it would appear that large interests were 
encouraged to give renewed support to and 
advance their specialties. The movement 
attracted some outside purchasing, but com- 
mission houses have not been active, and 
the trading was largely of a professional 
description and origin. The buying power 
was, in fact, mainly supplied by a large 
short interest which had accumulated dur- 
ing the last month. It would seem to have 
been much larger than was generally sup- 
posed, and at the beginning of the week 
leading operators who have been active on 
the bear side of the account made strenuous 
efforts to continue the decline and to force 
liquidation. They attacked the specialties 
and the industrials, but, though certain 
stocks sold down sharply under such pres- 
sure, the general list responded quickly to 
moderate buying orders. 


Prospect of War Loan. 
The market at the same time is sensitive 


to the financial conditions here and abroad. 
It did not escape attention that the easier 


j tone in the New York money market ts cal- 


culated to facilitate a movement of gold 
from this side to London, which the tempor- 
ary falling off of grain exports, the scarcity 
of commercial bills of exchange, and the rise 
od sterling rates to 487% rendered a possibil- 
ty. 

The fact that the London money market is 
being carefully tended and kept free from 
disturbance as a preparation for an expected 
war loan might involve the Bank of Eng- 
land's taking advantage of these exceptional 
conditions and procuring some millions of 
gold from New York. It was, of course, 
recognized that such a movement could not 
be large nor continue for any time, ye* the 
stock market was inclined to watch this part 
of the situation with much attention. 

The firmness of the London stock market 
continued, and there was even some buying 
at times from that quarter, while on Friday 
the news of British success in the first en- 
gagements stimulated London, and had an 
effect on prices here.

OFFICIAL REPORT OF WORK ON 
LAKE AND RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


Various Projects and Expenditures 


John M. Wilson, Chief of Engineers, 
in His Annual Statement to Secre- 
tary of War—Only Obstacles in Chi- 
eago River Belong to City—Funds 
Used and Available for Projects. 


Washington, D. C.; Oct. 20.—[Special.]— 
Brigadier General John M. Wilson, Chief of 
Engineers of the Army, has submitted his 
annual report to Secretary Root.. The im- 
portant portion, covering the work on the 
Chicago and Calumet harbors for the last 
fiscal year, with the recommendations for 
future improvement, as submitted by Major 
Marshall, is as follows: 

Chicago Harbor, Illinois.—The presént 
project was adopted in 1870 and modified in 
1878 and contemplated: 

A—The formation of an outer harbor or 
basin by inclosing a portion of Lake Mich- 
igan just south of the entrance to Chicago 
River by breakwaters, and dredging the 
same for the purpose of increasing the har- 
bor facilities of Chicago. 

B—The construction of an exterior break- 
water in deep water in Lake Michigan north 
of the entrance to Chicago River and about 
one mile distant therefrom, to shelter the 
approaches to the river and outer harbor 
and to form a harbor of refuge near the 
southern end of Lake Michigan. 

C—To keep the entrance to Chicago River 
dredged for the passage of vessels navigat- 
ing Chicago River as far as to the original 
shore line of Lake Michigan, at or near Rush 
street bridge. 

By the river and harbor act of June 3, 1896, 
this project was extended to include the im- 
provement of Chicago River for vessels 
drawing sixteen feet of water, which ex- 
tended project is now reported separately. 

The river and harbor act of March 3, 1899, 
further modified the project of 1870 by pro- 
viding for dredging the outer basin and har- 


water, 


Expenditures on Harbor. 

There has been expended upon this project 
up to June 380, 1899, $1,802,571, including 
$25,000 allotted from the appropriation of 
Aug. 18, 1894, for dredging Chicago River, 
of which amount $3,645 was expended for 
dredging from the mouth of the river to 
Rush street bridge, and $21,354 applied to 
dredging the river from its mouth to the 
Stock-Yards, on the South Branch, and to 
Belmont avenue on the North Branch. 

‘Originally, the mouth of Chicago River was 
obstructed by a sand bar, across which a 
varying depth of water existed, suitable for 
light draft navigation. The pliers at the 
mouth of the river have been projected 
beyond this bar, and at present there ex- 
ists a channe! sufficient for vessels drawing 
seventeen feet of water. 

All of the work under the projects of 1870- 
‘TS has been done except dredging the outer 
basin, and the piers, breakwaters, and chan- 
nel have been maintained in good order. 

The piers at the entrance to Chicago River, 


‘ters of the outer basin are now in good con- 
dition except about 500 linear feet of super 
structure over the southerly breakwate 


ing. Some stone filling, which has beén/ 
contracted for, is also needed in this break- 
water. 

All of the old piers near the mouth of Chi- 
cago River now within the shore line have 
been practically abandoned by the Unite 
States as forming part of the bulkhead 
or wharves of Chicago River, except tha 
portion of the south pier forming the north 
limit of the Illinois Central railroad docks. 


Condition of Outer Basin. . 

The outer basin continues to fill in, and 
in its present condition is useless as a road- 
stead, except for small vessels drawing less 
than twelve feet of water. 

Under the provisions of the river and har- 
bor act of March 8, 1899, proposals for 
dredging the outer basin and entrance to 
Chicago River have been received, but the 
contract has not yet been entered into. The 
lowest bid received is less than one-half the 
estimated cost of the work and will allow 
about one-half the work of dredging this 
basin to be completed under that appropria- 


on. 

A bulkhead has been constructed by the 
local authorities along the dock line in the 
outer-harbor and the area between this dock 
line and the shore line, except a smal! yacht 
basin at the southern end of the harhbor, is 
now being filled in for a public park.

Importance of Chicago River. 
Chicago River, Illinois—This river, as far 
as its navigable water extends, is entirely 


within the limits of the City of Chicago, 


Ill. Originally a sluggish stream, naviga- 
ble for vessels that could pass the bar at its 
mouth, it is now one of the most important 
commercial or navigable non-tidal waters of 
its length in the world. Prior to the act of 
June 3, 1896, no work had been done for the 
improvement of its navigation by the 
United States. The present project, in- 
augurated by Congress under the act of 
June 3, 1896, as modified by the act of June 
4, 1897, contemplates the improvement of 
the river by dredging and minor changes of 
docks and dock lines to admit passage by 
vessels drawing sixteen feet of water. 
The depth adopted and authorized has been 
absolutely determined by the crown of the 


“Washington and La Salle street tunnels, 


beyond which depth it is again limited to 
eighteen feet by the Van Buren street tunnel. 

The dimensions of vessels, other than 
depth of hold and draft, is further limited 
by the bridges, bends, and width between 
docks. 

Funds Applied to River. | 

The river and harbor act of Aug. 18, 1894, 
allowed $25,000 from the appropriation made 
for the improvement of Chicago harbor to 
be applied to the improvement of Chicago 
River between the mouth of the river and 
the junction of the two branches, of which 
amount $3,645 was expended in the’ year 
ending June 30, 1896, in dredging to eighteen 
feet depth as far as to Rush street bridge. 
Since the passage of the act of June 3, 1896, 
the balance of this amount has been trans- 
ferred to Chicago River work.
